1 . ON JAN 14 RURAL GUERRILLAS SEIZED THE TOWN OP URIBE IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OP META AND KIDNAPPED ONE FRED ARCHIBALD, A COLOMBIAN 
EMPLOYEE OP INTERCOL (ESSO). EARLY NEWSPAPER ACCOUNTS REPORTED 
THAT THE GUERRILLAS NUMBERED 200 AND WERE MEMBERS OP THE COLOM- 
BIAN REVOLUTIONARY ARMED PORCES (PARC). 

2. PROMPTED BY THE INCIDENT, COLOMBIAN GENERAL LOMBANA, CHIEF 
JOINT STAFF, MET WITH USMILGRP COMMANDER ON JAN 15 AND 16 TO 
REQUEST U.S. RECONNAISSANCE MISSIONS OVER COLOMBIA USING INFRARED 
SCANNER EQUIPMENT AND TO ASK THAT CINCSOUTH ALSO PROVIDE EXTRA 
SENSITIVE INPRARED PILM POR USE BY COLOMBIAN UNITS TO LOCATE THE 
GUERRILLAS INVOLVED IN THE KIDNAPPING (REFS A AND B). GENERAL 
LOMBANA EMPHASIZED THE URGENCY OP THE REQUESTS AND ASKED THAT 
THEY BE CLOSELY HELD. ACCORDING TO GENERAL LOMBANA, BECAUSE OP 
ARCHIBALD'S ACCENTED SPANISH, HIS LAST NAME, AND HIS EMPLOYMENT 
WITH A U.S. COMPANY, HE MIGHT HAVE BEEN A MISTAKEN VICTIM OP AN 
ATTEMPT TO KIDNAP A U.S. EMPLOYEE.

3. FOR POLITICAL AND POSSIBLY LEGAL REASONS USMILGRP COMMANDER, 

WITH CONCURRENCE OE AMBASSADOR, DID NOT RECOMMEND RECONNAISSANCE 
ELIGHTS BUT DID ASK THAT REQUEST EOR FILM BE HONORED. A U.S. 

TECHNICIAN WITH EILM ARRIVED ON JAN 16 AND PHOTO PLIGHTS BEGAN 

ON JAN 18. RESULTS ARE SO PAR UNKNOWN. 

4. MEANWHILE, ON JAN 17 INTERCOL NEGOTIATED WITH THE GUERRILLAS 
AND OBTAINED THE RELEASE OP ARCHIBALD IN EXCHANGE EOR THREE MIL- 
LION PESOS RANSOM. IN A POLLOW-UP INTERVIEW, ARCHIBALD STATED 
THAT HE WAS WELL TREATED, THEN REVEALED CERTAIN OBSERVATIONS MADE 
WHILE IN CAPTIVITY. HE SAID THAT HE SAW APPROXIMATELY 800 UNI- 
PORMED GUERRILLAS CARRYING SPRINGPIELD RIPLES, PISTOLS AND PACKS. 
MOST OP THE GUERRILLAS, HE OBSERVED, WERE YOUNG, MANY WERE WELL- 
EDUCATED, AND IT APPEARED THAT MANY AREAS OP THE COUNTRY WERE 
REPRESENTED, INDICATING THAT THIS WAS NOT A SIMPLE LOCAL OPERA- 
TION. ARCHIBALD SAID THAT HE WAS TOLD BY THE GUERRILLAS THAT 

THEY WERE COMMUNISTS, WITHOUT REVEALING PARTICULAR APPILIATION, 

AND THAT THEY WERE THE SAME PEOPLE WHO RAIDED THE TOWN OP PUERTO 
RICO IN APRIL 1975 (REP C). ARCHIBALD ADDED THAT THE GUERRILLAS 
ALSO SAID THAT THEY NEEDED THE RANSOM MONEY EOR -THE REVOLUTION" 
AND THAT IN TWO YEARS THEY WOULD BE PREPARED TO OVERTHROW THE 
GOVERNMENT BY PORCE OP ARMS. 

5. MILITARY SOURCES LATER REVEALED THAT THEY BELIEVED THIS MOST 
RECENT OPERATION TO BE A TRAINING GRADUATION EXERCISE MUCH LIKE 
THE PUERTO RICO RAID. 

6. COMMENT: THE ORGANIZATION, THE EQUIPMENT, AND MOST IMPORT- 
ANTLY THE NUMBERS OP GUERRILLAS INVOLVED IN THE OPERATION ARE 
SIGNIPICANT. (A SECOND WITNESS CLAIMED THE GROUP OP GUERRILLAS 
NUMBERED 1000). IP, AS BELIEVED BY THE MILITARY, THE RAID ON 
URIBE AND THE KIDNAPPING OP ARCHIBALD WERE PART OP ANOTHER GRA- 
DUATION EXERCISE LIKE THE RAID ON PUERTO RICO, WHICH INVOLVED 250 
GUERRILAS, IT COULD MEAN THAT THE GUERRILLAS IN THE GENERAL AREA 
OP META AND CAQUETA HAVE GREATLY INCREASED THEIR RECRUITMENT 
CAPABILITY. THE LARG NUMBER AND STANDARDIZATION OP UNIPORMS AND 
ARMS, NO MATTER HOW OLD, INDICATE AN IMPROVED DEGREE OF ORGANIZA- 
TION AND PERHAPS AN EXPANDED LOGISTICAL BASE. PURTHERMORE, IP 
ARCHIBALD'S EYEWITNESS REPORT IS EVEN 50 PERCENT RELIABLE, OVER- 
ALL PIGURES EOR GUERRILLAS OPERATING IN COLOMBIA MUST BE REVISED

UPWARD PROM THE 500 WHICH IS NOW GENERALLY ACCEPTED. THE SLOW- 
NESS OP THE COLOMBIAN ARMY'S RESPONSE AND THE FACT THAT THERE 
HAS NOT YET BEEN SIGNIPICANT CONTACT WITH SUCH A LARGE GUERRILLA 
PORCE BODES ILL FOR FUTURE ANTI-GUERRILLA OPERATIONS. IN THE
